HE autorr * 'oile has giv en the 
modem » nm inal an adv ant­ 
age ov er society his predecessors

A VISIT TO an orthopedic hos­ 
pital will rev eal the wonderful work 
that la now being done for crippled 
and deformed children. 
Only a few 
y ears ago many 
unfortunate chil­ 
dren 
w e r e al­ 
lowed to grow up 
phy sically handi­ 
capped. In addi­ 
tion to the cura­ 
tiv e m e as u r e s 
that 
are 
today 
av ai l ab l e for 
bony deformities 
and postural de­ 
fects, means are 
taken to prev ent 
spinal 
deformi­ 
ties and other de­ 
fects of the body . 
"Scoliosis” 
or 
spinal curv ature, 
is a common affliction. 
It Is a dis­ 
tortion of the spine which leads to a 
dev iation or twisting of the body to 
the right or left 
The body is car­ 
ried at an abnormal angle. 
In ad­ 
v anced cases the shoulders are un­ 
equal and a marked bulging of the 
shoulder bones can be seen. 
Some cases are 
slight and 
not 
easily recognized. 
Mild forms shouid 
not be ov erlook ed, because If allowed 
to exist they may lead to secondary 
complications 
and v arious phy sical 
defects. Often a child may hav e a 
mild form 
of scoliosis without the 
parent being aware of the condition. 
If examined by a phy sician the con­ 
dition is detected 
and 
necessary 
means tak en for correction. 
Curv ature of the spine can often 
be traced to some bone disease, such 
as rick ets, tuberculosis, arthritis de­ 
formans, or 
congenital hip disease. 
It is imperativ e that the underly ing 
cause of the deformity be determined. 
Complete cure can be hoped for only 
when the primary cause Is known 
and corrected. 
Scoliosis may result from some 
functional disease brought about by 
continued poor posture. 
In former 
y ears 
it 
was 
especially 
common 
among 
school 
children 
who 
used 
faulty school furniture and were im­ 
properly trained in correct posture. 
Posture today is an important part 
of the school instruction. 
Children who show any signs of 
faulty posture are placed In special 
classes where ex ercises are giv en for 
the correction of the defect. 
In ad­ 
dition, modern school furniture is 
built so that the seats are adjustable 
to the size of the pupil and no sev ere 
strain is placed upon the back of the 
growing child. 
Scoliosis la often encountered in 
adults whose occupations demand ex ­ 
cessiv e use of one arm, or the con­ 
stant ex ertion of the body in an ab­ 
normal position. 
For ex ample, scoli­ 
osis is frequently found among black­ 
smiths, fencing masters and waiters. 
The correction of this defect in the 
adult is more difficult than in the 
child. 
Do not neglect scoliosis, ev en if it 
is only slight. Children who practice 
faulty posture and 
show signs of 
curv ature of the spine are usually 
pale, underweight, tire easily and are 
ex tremely susceptible to infectious 
diseases. 
Correction is well worth 
while. 
Not only does it prev ent fur­ 
ther deformity of the body , but 11 
improv es the tone of the muscles an<3 
general health. When neglected, It U 
the forerunner of other more seriopi 
disturbances.

N am e W as A ppropriate 
Hut if you g o fa r enoug h back 
in the history of the place and con­ 
sult the records and w riting s of the 
ea rly historians of the co m m unity,< 
you will learn th a t the nam e C ir­ 
cleville w as very ap p ro p riate when 
it w as chosen, and not only th a t 
but a lso th a t the orig inal builders 
of the tow n attem p ted to carry out 
the scheme of planning sug g ested 
in the na me so th a t for a tim e a 
portion of the place a t least w as 
a ctua lly built in circular form .

the tow ns 
along the Scioto. 
D unm ore's Ex pedition 
Ju st preceding the outbreak of 
the R evolutionary w ar, G overnor 
Dunm ore of V irg inia led his fam ­ 
ous ex pedition ag ainst the Indians 
in Ohio. But before he q uite reach­ 
ed the Chillieothe tow ns, he was 
m et by a flag of truce and w ent 
into cam p a few m iles southeast 
of the site of Circleville. 
The site 
of Cam p C harlotte, as D unm ore’s 
cam p w as called, is one of the his­ 
toric spots of 
Ohio 
but 
belong s 
m ore to the history of Pickaw ay 
county than to th a t of Circleville. 
W ith the opening of the N orth­ 
w est T erritory the reg ular settle­ 
m ent following its org anization by 
the federal g overnm ent, th e rich 
plains along the upper portion of 
the Scioto river w ere not long in 
a ttra c ting settlers. 
They m ay not

"Scoliosis"

Is a common affliction. 
It Is a dis- 


tortion of the spine which leads to a 
deviation or twisting of the body to 
the right or left. 
The body is car- 


ried at an abnormal angle. In ad- 
vanced cases the shoulders are un- 
equal and a marked bulging of the 
shoulder bones can be seen. 


Some cases are slight and not 


easily recognized. Mild forms shouid 
not be overlooked, because if allowed 
to exist they may lead to secondary 
complications and various physical 
defects. 
Often a child may have a 


mild form of scoliosls without the 
parent being aware of the condition. 
If examined by a physician the con- 
dition 
Is detected 
and necessary 


means taken for correction. 


Curvature of the spine can often 


be traced to some bone disease, such 
as rickets, tuberculosis, arthritis de- 
formana, or congenital hip disease. 
It Is imperative that the underlying 
cause of the deformity be determined. 
Complete cure can be hoped for only 
when; the primary cause Is known 
ancrcorrected. 


Scoliosis may result from some 


functional disease brought about by 
continued poor posture. In former 
years It was especially 
common 


among school children who used 
faulty school furniture and were Im- 
properly trained In correct posture. 
Posture today la an Important part 
of the school Instruction. ' 


Children who show any signs of 


-faulty posture are placed In special 
classes where exercises are given for 
the correction of the defect. In ad- 
"dltion, modern school furniture Is 
built so that the seats are adjustable 
to the size of the pupil and no severe 
strain Is placed upon the back of tha 
growing child. 


Scoliosia Is often encountered In 
adults whose occupations demand ex- 
cesslve use of one arm, or the con- 
stant exertion of the body in an ab- 
normal position. For example, scolU 
osls is freauently found among black- 
smiths, fencing masters and waiters. 
The correction of this defect in th« 
adult Is more difficult than In th« 
child. 


Do not neglect scoliosls, even If It 
is only slight. Children who practica 
faulty posture and show signs of 
curvature of the spine are usually 
pale, underweight, tire easily and ar« 
extremely susceptible to Infection* 
diseases. 
Correction Is well worth 


•while. Not only does It prevent fur- 
ther deformity of the body, but 11 
improves the tone of the muscles and 
general health. When neglected, it U 
the forerunner of other more aerloyt 
disturbances.

IRCLEVILLE, 
Ohio is a city 


that is unique in name and 


fame. It was founded on the ruins 
of a fortification whicn is believed 
to have represented a civilization 
older than any. of which there is 
any authentic record in America, 
at least in this section of America. 


If you have ever been to Circle- 


ville, you may have wondered why 
the place ia so named, 
for cer- 


tainly you were unable to find any- 
thing circular about it. You may 
have attempted to find out the 
answer to

nave come to the conclusion that 
the name is a misnomer applied t-j 
the place by some pioneer of an

IJut if you go far enough back 


in the history of the place and con- 
sult the records and writings of the 
early historians of the community, 
you will learn that the name Cir- 
cleville was very appropriate when 
it was chosen, and not only that 
.but also that the original builders 
of the town attempted to carry out 
the scheme of planning suggested 
in the name so that for a time a 
portion of .the place at least was 
actually built in circular form. 


When the whites first came to

Dunmore's Expedition 


Just preceding the outbreak of 


the Revolutionary war, Governor 
Dunmore of Virginia led his fam- 
ous expedition against the Indians 
in Ohio. But before he quite reach- 
ed the Chillicothe towns, he wa.s 
met by a flag of truce and went 
into camp a few miles southeast 
of the site of Circleville. The site 
of Camp Charlotte, as Dunmore's 
camp was called, is one of the his-
